London, June 25. — It is oflooially an- 
nounced that tho Marijuia of .Salialmry will 
ho Premier and Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs ; the l^uke of Devonshire, 
Preaideut ef the Council ; Bight Hon. A. 
J. Btlfonrt Mnt Lord ef the {Froasury ; 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies ; Sir Miobael 
Hioka-Beaob, Chancellor of the Bzohequer j 
Right Hon, George Goaohen, First Lord of 
the AdmlraHty, 

The Prims Minister, Robert Arthur Tal- 
cot Gaaooigne Cecil, third Marquis of Salis- 
bury, was born in 1830. He was educated 
»t Oxford and Is Chancellor of that univer- 
eity, He baa twice been Secretary of State 
for India und twice Ssoretmy of State for 
Foreign Affdira, Ho veaa Premier In 18S5 
and formed hia second ministry in ISSti^ re- 
signing in 1892 Ho proceeded to Constan- 
tinople as a speoial ambasaadnr at the con- 
farence there in November, 1876, and be 
und Lord Boaoonsfield, In 1878, were the 
represontativea of Great Brltaita at the bon- 
gresB of Berlin. 

Right Hon. A, J. Bilfour, the now first 
lord of tho treasury, is a nephew of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, He was born in 1848 
and was educated at Eton and at Cam- 
bridge. He was appointed president of the 
local government board ia 1885 and was 
secretary for Scotland with a seat in the 
cabinet from 18SS to 1SS7. lie ijeoi»me 
chief secretary for Ireland on the 
resignation of Sir Michael Hioks- 
Beach in 1887, and retained that 
position until 1891, when open the deatii of 
Rb. Hon, William H. Smith, he became first 
Lord of the Treasury and leader of the 
House of Commons, retaining that position 
until 1892, when the SaUsbucy government 
resigned. He was elected Lord Rector of 
St. Andrew's University in 1887, of Glas- 
gow Univenity In 1890, and was elected 
Lord Chanoellor of the University of Edin- 
burgh in 1891. 

Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, the 
Unioniat leader in the House of Commons 
and the newly appointed aeorotary of state 
for the oolonioe, is one of tho foremost and 
most daring men in British politioc at the 
present time. He is credited with having 
engiueerod tho downfall of the RoBobory 
government and ia undoubtedly a man of 
great ability. He was born in London in 
1836 and haa been married three times, his 
present wife being a daughter of 
W. U. Endieoto, formerly 8ecreti>ry of 
war of the United States, He was edu- 
cated at the University College Sohool, 
London, and was formerly a miknufaotarer 
la !jirmingham, retiring from buaineas in 
1874. Mr. Chamberlain has been throe 
times snoceaslvely elected Mayor of Bir- 
mingham in 1874-5-6, and was appointed 
Presidenb of the Board of Trade in 1880 
and President of the Local Government 
Board in 1886, resigning tbe latter post 
shortly afterwards. In Auf?uat, 1887, he 
was appointed one of the oommiBsioDers to 
settle the Fishery dispate with the United 
States, and is a fellow of tbe Uoyal Society. 
He has sat for Birmingham In the Home of 
Commons ainoe 1876. 

Spencer Compton Ckvendish, K.O.,P.C., 
eighth dnke of Devonshire, Is the leader of 
the Liberal Unionists in the House of Lords. 
He has been prominently discuaeod as 
seoretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, the ofBoe which Lord Sal- 
iabnry has himself assumed in tbe 
cabinet. Ho was born in 18.33, w«a edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, which 
conferred upon him tha degree of M A in 
18.52. and LL D. in 18(j2 In 1892 he mar- 
ried Lauiae, Duchess of Mancheaier, widow 
of tho seventh Duke. Hia second title ia 
that of Miuqaia of Hartington. Ho was at- 
tached to Eirl Granville's apeoial miBslon to 
Russia in 18,"iC He has boon a Lord of tho 
Admiralty, Under Secretary Jjr Wur, Seo- 
retary for War twice, Poatmaster-Gonoralj 
Chief Secretary for Ireland from 
1872 to 1874, and Secretary for 
ladia in former Liberal qovernments. Ho 
sat as a member of the House of Comniona 
for dilforent dlatrlots from 1857 to 1S31. 
He ia chancellor oi the University of Cim- 
bridge, and an alderman uf tho Middlesex 
county council. 

Piight Hon, Sir Michael Hicks Heach, 
ninth baronet, was born in IH.'i/ in Loiulon. 
He was parliamentary seorotiry to tho Poor 
Lnw board from February till December, 
18US, with iho oxcoptiou of a few weelis, 
during which ho was under secretary for the 
home department. He was ohiei seoretary 
for Ireland from February 1874 to February 
1878, and secretary of state for the oolonies 
till April, 1880. He was appointed 
chancoUor of the exchequer in 1885, 
and again secretary for Ireland in 1886. He 
re-entered the cabinet in February, 1888, as 
president of tiie Board of tirade, and has 
been a member of parliament ainoe 1864. 

There were few present in the House of 
Lords when Premier Lord Bosebery roso on 
Monday afternoon to announce the resigna- 
tion of the cabinet. The Prinoe of Wui<io, 
Dulio of York and Duke of Cambridge eat 
on the cross bench ; the Marquis of Salis- 
bury was absent at Windsor. Tho gallorioa 
were crowded with people and mombora of 
tho House of Commons. Lord Rooobory 
Biiid ; " I desire to make a very brief atato- 
mont whioh tho house haa undoubtedly an- 
tioipatcil. After tho vote of tho House of 
Commona on Friday, whioh was practically 
a vote of censure on the Secretary of War 
on a question of national defence, Immodi- 
etely after thoro had been laid before the 
i« gioal scheme fcr military organizi- 
tioDB, the govurumenb lolb it their duty to 
place their resignations la the bands of tho 
Qaeen. Their resignations were aocoptod. 
and the govorcmonb will hold office until 
their auoc<<Baors are appointed." 

Tho Earl of Cranbrook, Coneorvattve, 
said that the Marquis of Salisbury bad de- 
sired him to say that he wished the house 
to adjourn until Tuesday, Lord Bosobjry 
remarked thab there was only one very im- 
portant bill, tbe seal fisheries bill, whioh 
would l>e proceeded with, and he expressed 
a hope that it would pass all its atagoa 
without delay.

It Is expected that, immediately on the 
pasBiga of the bill fcr the regulation of seal- 
ing in Behring sea, there will b) an adjourn- 
ment of parliament for several days, and it 
la possible that the new ministry will not 
bo annonnosd until tbe end of that time. 
The M.arquia of Salisbury baa received as- 
auruDoe that the onb-going miuistry will as 
list the new government In passing the es- 
timates in time to enable parliament to dis- 
solve by July 10th. 

Tlie Irish members are eztremsly nneaay 
and dlssatiafled. They state that after act- 
ing for three yean as the strongest, arm of 
the government, they are deeply concerned 
at the eudden end of the government with- 
out paaaing any of tbe principal Irish meas- 
ures. Not only has home rule not pro- 
gressed, bub the measure nonoerning the 
Chriatian brothers, the oonnby oounoil bill, 
which reached a second reading ; tbe grand 
jury bill and the proposal to extend the 
power of guardians regarding laborers' oob- 
tages were all lost. The only Irish measure 
now likely to be passed Is Mr. Hoaly's 
municipal franchise bill, whiah has gone to 
the House of Lords. The Liberal Scotch 
members are also sore, their expectations 
having been disappointed. Mr. James M. 
Weir, rae,nber for Rosa ond Cromarty, has 
communicated with Lord Rosebery, urging 
him not to dlssolvo parliament until the 
measure extending tho benefit of the crofters 
act to Highland tenants should have been 
passed. 

The Standard believea that Sir William 
Haroonrt will retire from public life if Lord 
Rosebery retains the leadership of tbe 
Liberal party. 

At a meeting of MoCartbyibes in the 
House of Commona yeaterday it waa dsoided 
to appeal to the Irish people at home and 
ab.-oad for funds for the election. 

The Times, the Post and the Dally News 
agree that Lord Salisbury's acceptance of 
the task of forming a ministry is conditional 
on the Gladstoniana not oppoaiog votea of 
supply and an early disaolaw>n. The 
Times and tbe Daily News farther believe 
that no enoh asanranoe iiaa been given and 
that therefore the issne is donbtfnL 

The Ulster convention of the laaene will 
publiah un address signed by. the Duke of 
Aberoorn, tbe Marquis of Londonderry, 
Earl Ranfurly, Vioount Templebown, Lord 
Arthur Hill and others, to the Ulster Un- 
lonlat sappealing,iu view of tbe general elec- 
tion, for £10,000 to oontlnne the work 
which has already proved ao anoceaaful in 
the bye-eleoblons. 

A great deal of interest during the pre- 
sent oriais centrea in the oonrae Mr. Glad- 
stone will decide to adopb. His secretary, 
when questioned on the aabjeob, said tbe 
great Liberal leader does not intend to iaane 
a manifesto. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy, leader of tho Irish 
Nationalist party, end member of parlia- 
ment for North Longford, expresaed him- 
self confidenb thab an appeal for funds to 
enable the members of his party to oontost 
their seats in the coming election will meeb 
with a prompt response.

anoe of Friar Edward, of the Capuchin 
monaatery near here. Friar Edward, whose 
surname is Breboeuf, went to a retired room 
in an outbuilding yesterday, changed his 
monastery garb for olvllian clothes and left 
the procinotB of the monastery.

There traa a fairly ffood a'ltendanoe of 

parents at the closing exercises of the Vic- 
toria West sohool yesterday afternoon. In- 
speotor Wilson was present, and represent- 
ing the trnatee board were Mrs. Grant, 
Messrs. Letrta and Lovell. A good per- 
centage of the aoholara had earned promo- 
tions, and tbia apoke well for the labora of 
both teashera and pnplla during the term 
just ended. After exercises In some of the 
ariouB studios had been gone through, In- 
peotor Wilaon said he thought that the 
work accomplished in the sohool, consider- 
ing the manner in which it wae crowded and 
he limited teaching stuiT, was (juite satis- 
factory. Ho referred to tho detrimental ef- 
fect of obanijing teachers from school to 
cbool, and before concluding presented the 
wo eucceaaful senior candidatsa with oer- 
ifjoates for admission to t.ho Hicjh Echool. 

Mre. Grant next proBoni,ed the prizes and 
fterwarda made an address, being followed 
by Trustees LovgU and Lewis and Rev. Mr.

PROVINOIAL REPRESENTATION. 

Senator M&cdonald did his duty as a 
repreeentative of British Columbia wlien be, 
from his place in the Senate, iDslated upot 
Britbb Colambia's olaim to reprcsentatiou 
in the Cabineb. The olaima of this prov- 
ince to oonaideration have been overlooked 
too long. It ia all very well for the 
Premier to say thnt the adviaera of the 
Governor-Genorsl should be choeen for 
their ability and nob beoauee this province 
or that provinoa Inaiata npon having its 
share of influence in the Ezeontive Counoil. 

It is well known that no -Premier in the 
choice of colleagaea can aCFord to overlook 
the claims of provinces to consideration, If, 
for instance, it was found that among tho 
reprsientativca of Ontario supporting the 
adminlntraition there was not more 
than one man posHessiog the quallidcatloca 
whioh a minister of the Grown ought to 
have, dare he, no matter who bo might be, 
form a gnvernmout having in it only one 
man from tho great province of Ontario' 
He certainly dare not. He would bo ob 
iiged to ssieot out of the material at bis diS' 
posal a number of colleagues proportionate, 
or nearly proportionate, to tha repreaenta 
tion of Ontario in the House of Commons, 
This holds good in a atUl stronger 
degree with reepecc to tho Provin 
of Quebec. The representatives and 
the inhabitAnts of Quebec would 
not for a moment permit their provinoe to 
be, as they consider, slighted by the ablest 
and most popular Premier that over led a 
Government in Ihia bjminlon. The same 
may be said of the lilicLcin Maritime 
Provinces. A Oovernment in which their 
section of the Dominion was not repre 
aented, or waa inaaffioiently represented, 
would not aatlafy their inhabitants, let its 
membera be ever so capable or ever 
worthy of respect on other grounds. 

Choosing membera of the Govornmont for 
their ability without regard to the section 
or the previnoe of tha Dominion they repra- 
aent aonnda very well In theory, bub it has 
never yet been carried out in practice, and 
we are qolte safe in predicting it never 
will. 

Experience has shown that territory 
ought to bu represented in the Cabinet. The 
provinces wl-.ioh are distant from the seat 
of Government are certain to be neglected 
if there are not repreaentabivea from them 
in the Government to remind its members 
of their oxiatonoo. Why, for Instance, did 
tho Premier find it necosBary 
have Prince Edward Island 
Manitoba represented In the Cabinet. 
Mr. Ferguson and Mr, Daly are, we freely 
admit, good men, but their ability is nob so 
vary great that the Government could not 
manage tho affaira of tho country tolerobly 
well without thorn. Thoy wore, wo are 
aatieficd, chosen becaueo they roproaontod 
provinces of the Dominion which ought to 
have representatives in the Cabinet. And 
the reason, in onr opinion, ia a perfaotiy 
sound one. 

If, then, the principle of proviucial repre 
aentation in tho Cabinet is sound for two or 
three or four provinces of thn Dom- 
inion, why ia it nob sound for all 
the provinces} Why make iieh 
of one province and flesh of another. Why 
not admit the principle frankly and openly 
inatead of praotiaing ib to a certain and by 
no meana an inoonaldorable extent, ami at 
the same time declaring It to be vicious 'i 

In this case tho praotioe of tho Govern 
ment is better than its professions. It will 
have to be admitted that it ia only fair to 
the provinces that eaoh of them be repre 
sented In tho Government. And It is, after 
ail, not BO very bard to find a man fib to ad 
vise theGovernor-Genoral or to boan eiBoient 
head of a department. A gentleman of fair 
ability who has formedgood business habits, 
who baa a fair Icnowledge ol'the needa of the 
different seotiona of the Dominion, and who 
ia determined to do his duty honestly and 
assiduously, will make a very rospootauln 
oibinet minister. Such men oau, we are 



proud to aay, ba found among the repre- 
sentativea of every province of the Domin- 
ion. It would be the easiest thiug in bhe 
world to aoleottioh a man from tho repre- 
aentativea of Bribiah Colnmbla. 

We find that the principle for which we 
contend baa been acted npon, designedly or 
undesignedly, in the present Government. 
The provinces represented in the present 
Cabinet are, commenaing East : 

Prince Edward Island. 

New Brunawick, 

Nova Scotia. 

Queb3c. 

Ontario, 

Manitoba. 

British Columbia, then, is tho only pro- 
vince unrepresented in the Cabinet. It 
muat depend on the generosity and bhe oon 
soientlonaneaa of the representatives of the 
other provlcoea for a recognition of its 
claims and for the conatant attention to its 
different interests which its welfare requires. 
Have those interests hitherto received that 
attention ? How many are there in British 
Colnmbla who are ready to answer In the 
affirmative ?jWe venture to aay, nob a aingle 
man of any party. And why ? Simply bo- 
oauBO it has not had, except for a very abort 
time, a representative in the Ministry. 

"AN EXAMPLE FOR OANADA." 

Oar oontpmporary the Times is some- 
times a little too hasty. Ib has a hablti of 
jumping at oonolnalona from data altogether 
InsuiBoiettt. There la an amusing instanee 
of thia btforo us. On June 13 our impulaive 
oontemporary published a four line tologram 
from Sydney, N.S, W,, informing tho world 
that the customs bill which auolishod the 
duties imposed in 1891 and virtually 
eatabliahed free trade waa read 
second time. This short telegram 
bad a " soaro head" occupying at least three 
times as much space as the telegram itself, 
tho first line of which was " An Example 
for Canada." 

Yesterday's Times contains a very modest, 
unpretentious telegram, to whioh there is 
not the slightest allusion in the hda-IIng, au- 
nounoing the collapse of the fine free trade 
Boheme about which the Times — a few days 
beforo — was so delighted, and the dlssolu 
tlon of the aaaembly of New South Wales. 

Connected with the customs bill, which 
abolished certain dnbles, was a land tax and 
income tax bill. These direct taxes were to 
supply the gap In the revenue made by the 
abolition of the duties. This bill was re- 
jected by parliament, and tho whole free 
trade scheme was by that system killed as 
dead as a door nail. Hera is an example 
for Canada, sure enongh I 

The Australian free traders found it very 
easy to strike out the customs duties, but 
when they came to impose direct taxes to 
pub in their places thoy found they had bo 
face a determined opposition which they 
were wholly unable to overcome. It? may 
be that soma Canadiana will btnsfit by the 
lesson.

Canal Bi idga fraud is a very bid busi- 
ness, and that tho Depirtmenb of Railways 
and Canals ia to bo blamed for ailotviog tb- 
aelf to be impoeed upon and outrageously 
cheated. But it will also have to be admit- 
ted that the Government, as soon aa it was 
aware that advantage had been taken of 
tho remiasness of its ofiioials, his done all 
that ib could do to recover the money out 
of whioh It bad been cheated, and to punish 
both its negligent and nnfaithful servants 
and the dishonest contractor. Tho follow- 
ing article from the Montreal Gazobte shows 
what the Government has dona in the mat- 
tor : 

Mr. Davies in parliament yesterday boat- 
ed over again and dished out the cold soup 
of the Lachine canal bridge job. That tha 
work wuB miamanaged was first brought to 
the knowlod'50 of tho gonoral public by the 
pcFBOual action c' tho Minister of Railwaja 
and Canals, In ordering a dupartniontal ic- 
voBligatiou into tho manner in which it had 
boon carried out. Aa a result of that step 
several omployoa, hold reaponBihlo for the 
mlatakes, were d'.amiased. 8ulta for tho re- 
covery of sums duo under tho contract were 
saocessfully resisted, on tho ground that 
value had nob been rendered. Other civil 
salts were entered to get bank for the Gov- 
ernment money alleged to have been wrong- 
ly obtoinod from it. Criminal proceedings 
wore begun ugainit tho labor contractor, and 
carried to tho length of appealing to the 
grand jury against the magistrate's find- 
ing in his favor at the inquiry. There 
were undoubtedly grave errors com- 
mitted by the ' department, and that 
bbey were taken advantage of to the Gov- 
ernment's loss is undeniable. For auch errors 
of jndgmaul) bhe Oovernment must 
expect to take tbe blame and Ita supportars 
the tesponsibilitiyi The Government is also 
to be given oredit for Its efforts to redeem 
the loss — for the auooeaafnl resistance of one 
Exchequer oonrb anib for $63,000; for its 
attempt to recover baok B farther sum of 
$143,000 paid the oontractcr, proceedings 
In which are now pending; for its refnaal 
to pay claims for supplica held not to have 
been dultvered ; for its dismissal of its 
noKleet^ful or unfaithful employes; acd for 
ita attempt to punlah tha preeumed princi- 
pal wrong doer. That ia nob the record of 
a (jovernmont whoao membors had entered 
into a conaplraoy to defraud tho treasury. 
It ia a rooord that has mode every proeumod 
conspirator its exasperated enemy, and ex- 
posed it to his vengeance, Ib is nob suoh a 
reoord as a Liberal administration made In 
this Province when jobbery was shown to 
exiab in oonneotion with a publio work. 
Every f.ict in connection with the oanal 
bridges was known last session, when all 
that was possible was made of them by the 
Opposition. To bring llio matter up again 
argues that the Liberal loaders are short of 
scandals and still shorter of other grounds 
for aasailing tho Governmorit. 



AN INDUSTRY BNOOURAGBD. 

The inhabitant.) of every part of British 
Columbia will, we venture to say, be pleased 
to hear that the Go^'ornmenb is to give sub- 
stantial aid to silver smelting in this Pro- 
vince. It ia an infant and a struggling in- 
dustry and ib needs enoonragement. Thirty 
thousand dollars a year for five years will 
give silver smelting a llfb thab will, It is to 
ho hoped, carry It over the most precarious 
period of Its cxlatonco. This mode of assist- 
ance has been considered oettor for all con- 
cerned than placing a protective duty on 
lead. Snoh a duty, while it would be imme- 
diately burdensome to the oonsumera of 
'ead, would not for some time to come be of 
any great assltaacce to bhe miners ot silvoc 
and lead. 

Tho assistance Riven to this young indus- 
try will nob be pleasing to the Grits, who 
would leave every Indnabry of the country, 
no matter how waalc ib may be and how 
d'fiiaalt ib ia for ib bo get a fair abart, to shift 
for itaeif unaided, either to die of Inanition 
at once or to struggle feebly along for a 
time until It ahould be strangled by un- 
checked foreign competition. Tho help 
whioh the Govetnmenb ia giving the silver 
and lead smelting bnalness will most likely 
give it the chance ib needs bo get firmly 
established. If at the end of five years 
a duty on lead will ba required 
to keep It in a fl"urlahing condition, we 
have no doubt thab the duty will be im- 
posed. The people of Canada havo no in- 
tention to sacrifice their aolid interests to an 
unsubstantial theory wUoh baa never yet 
in any oonntry produced the results claimed 
for it by its zealous advocates. Tha Gov- 
ernment believe In tho mineral resources of 
the Kootonay country, and they have shown 
the sincerity of their faith by their works. 

A MEASURE OF JUSTICE. 

Tho thousand dollars whioh has been £ont 
to the City Council of Victoria by the Qcv- 
ernmenb of the Dominion will in part reim- 
burse it for the expense which both it and tho 
city of Vancouver have inouriod in the os- 
tabliahmont of a refuge lor Chinese iepsrs 
at Darcoy Island, but It Is not enough. 
Common juBtice requires that tho Dominion 
Government take upon ibaelf the whole ex- 
pente of bhe maintenance and treatment of 
tbz lepers sent to that Island. It has very 
pioperly assumed the cost of supporting tho 
leper hospital at Tracadle, New Bruns- 
wick, and tho differonca of longitude between 
Traoadie and Darcey Island does nob lessen, 
aa f ar aa we oan aee, the obligation of the Do- 
minion Government to provide a refuge for 
thoao unfortunates who tire elU'uted with lep- 
rosy in British Columbia. If It is tho duty 
of the Government to support the leper hos- 
pital in Tracadle ib is also Its duty to sup- 
port tho lazaretto on Darcey Island. Thia 
ia olear enongb, and wa oonseqnently expect 
thab the next letter whioh the Departmsnt 
of Agriculture will send the Corporation of 
Victoria will contain ^ rcquoat for a dotoilod 
statement of the expenditure on Batoey

HINTS TO MUSIC TEACHERS. 



Make tlio Li-Ksnn Hour Oni^ of PI<!asuro as 
WvlX iiH I'rullt tu Pupils. 

ToacluT.s in small towu.s and country 
phices have grouter difficulties to con- 
tend with thiui tlio iiioro adviincod and 
higher priced teacher in tho city. Al- 
tliowgh tho competition may bo just as 
keen, and probably nioro so, in tho city, 
I think the pupils who go co tho more 
advanced toucher are, in most cases, 
more in earnest and go with the inten- 
tion of making the most of their oppor- 
tanitics. Whereas the town teacher very 
frequently has pupils como to him who 
do not caro whether they learn or not, 
and if they do fiiey never get anj assist- 
ance from home either by word of en- 
couragcmont or otherwise. In a great 
many ca-scs tho fault lies with the teach- 
ers. Thoy do not study tho nature and 
temperament of their pupils and giro 
every pupil the same studios and pieces. 
In teaching technic they teach the fin- 
gers and muscles only, thus making it 
simply manual labor, and do not appeal 
to tho uiider.stmuliiig, which will help 
to make it a ^vork of pleasure. Thoy 
forget that the brain controls tho fingers. 

With a new pupil who is not inter- 
ested in mnsic and docs not like to prac- 
tice a cnntributor to Tho Etude telLs 
that ho docs not n.so studies at all for 
tho first few lessons, except perhaps a 
few finger exercises, which do not im-

CABL,K NEWS. 



Scaling affiilra reoelva oonaiderable atten- 
tion in the annual report of tho marine and 
Qaherioa department, juat isaned. An arti- 
cle by Mr. R, N, Vtsnning, an oihoer of the 
department, who it will be remembered 
was sent aa a oommiaaioner to the Buasian 
aeal iaiands, forma one of the appendioea 
The text of the legialation adopted, the in 
atrnotioua to oruiaera and the agreement 
reached between Her Majesty's government 
and that of the United Scatca appear there, 
together with aome remarks as to their ap- 
plication and effoot, Tho seal catch of the 
season and other items of infereatj aro also 
treated, aa well aa goino inoidenfai quostiona 
arisiof; out of tho seizures by United States 
authorities, from time to time. Part II of 
this appendix treats of the agreement bo 
tween Her Majesty's government and that 
of KuBaia providing protective zones along 
Hussian shoraaand around the Russian aeal 
iaiands, in tho North I'aciGc ocean and Ok- 
hotsk sea. The oonsu|uent leg'slaticn is 
reviewed in the light experience, and tho 
etloot upon certain ot the aealing vessels and 
their rights of free paaaage at sea. 

Dealing with the reports of the oatob of 
IS'J4, Mr. Venning aays ; 

" Cjnsidorablo interest will attach to tho 
statistics of the year 18!)4, inasmuch aa it is 
tho initiatory year of the industry under the 
reatrtotiona imposod by the Paria tribunal 
In aome c|uarteia in the United States ojn 
Bkdorablo stress ia being laid upon tho sue 
cess of the polaglo aealera thia year, not 
withstanding the curtailment of privileges 
involved in the regalations recommended by 
the arbitratora at Paria. Thia anooeaa ia re- 
garded, or at least haa been sugsested in the 
press of that oonntry, aa affording an argn 
meat upon wbtob to baae a recommendation 
looking to the abaolute prohibition of pelagic 
sealing, if nob for all time, ab leaab for a 
term of years. The objeotiona on their faoe 
would indicate that tbe large take of 95,048 
aeal skins waa secared from tha aeala fre 
quenting the Prlbylov lalandei or aa they 
nave been commonly termed by United 
States' authorities ' the Alaskan aeal herd,' 
An examination ot the figures, however, 
will quickly dispel any such apparent mis 
apprehension, and show that out of the 95,- 

000 skina taken but 20,100 were secured in 
tho Behring sea, the only waters which tho 
United States government originally sought 
to protect " 

" Reference to the tabulated stRtoneut 
will show that In the waters of BBhriD(- Sea, 
the catoh thia year comprised 11,72;! maloa 
and 14,70'.J females. lo has not yet been 
satisfactorily shown that females while 
nursing, whatever they may do after thoy 
have ceased suckling their yonng, seek the 
open aea to any great diatanoe from shore, 
and indeed tho preponderance of the evi- 
dence ia in the negative, hut the above fig- 
urea must be regarded as very significant in 
auooesBfully combating the statements hith- 
erto advanced. Nor ahould ib be forgotten 
that further aigniQcance is lent to theao fig- 
urea when it la considered that the Behring 
Sea oatoh waa taken only daring Auguat 
and September when the bulk of the 
motbera had ceased nursing their young, 
and afcer a long sojourn on the iaiands 
might natarally be expected to aeek the 
open sea. There ia every reaaon to belleVe 
that atill fewer females, If indeed any ap- 
prociable number, wonld have lieen taken 
bad tbe operations of the sealers oovered 
the moatli of July, when the maaa of the 
papa are depending npon the f jatering oare 
of the motbera." 

The legislation paaaed to give effeot to tho 
International eealing agreement, Mr. Ven- 
ning thue commenta upon : 

" Aa in legiaUtion to carry out the Behr- 
ing sea award, that provided under this 
agreement appoara in elTdOt to extend tho 
prohibitions stipulated therein. It has been 
shown that although condemnation resullod 
in only one instance In respect of the voaeels 
seized under the agreement in 189.'!, yet 
each of those vessels had its aeaaou broken 
up and wue put to the exponae of litigation 
and proof of innocent intent, without any 
rooourso whatever." 

" Suhaeotion C of aootlon 1 of the act may 
be quoted aa followa : 

" ((> ) If during tho period and within 
tho seas speoified by the order, a British 
ship la found having on board thereof fiabing 
or shooting Implements or seal akina or bod- 
ies of seals, Ib shall lie on tbe rner ma(> 
ter of atiOh chip to prove that tbe abip was 
not used or employed In oontraventlon of 
this aot, " The far reaching effeot of theae 
two latter proviaiona may nob appear ab 
dr^it sight. It muat be obvlona that In the 
very nature of thinga any ahip equipped for 
a sealing voyage may bo said not only to be 
prepikring, but to be at all times and under 
ail oiroumstancos, prepared to take coals." 

" Tho legialation iniposes upon tho master 
of tho vcaao! the burden of catablithlng his 
innocence ahould tho necosaary inipleinents 
cf his voyage, aeal f!;ias or bodies of poala 
be found on board, but this oan only bo done 
before tho court and after tho miziirii luo 
been firected and hie voyage broken up, 
even if then. At all times and in every 

1 loalily of her voyage, froiii Aineriuii t(i 
Aoia and return, every Boaliiig vasael muat 
necessarily and properly have all or most of 
these things on board, as an absolute con- 
dition ol tiis industry In which she Is en- 
gaged. Henoo it would appear to be snmo- 
what exacting that suoh proof should de- 
volve upon the master, in the light of tho 
fact that the posaeasion of these articles, 
oven at the time or within the limit, ia not 
un ofTjnco against the agreement with Rna- 
sla."

Prince Emmanuel, Duke of Aoata, nephew 
of King Humbert of Italy, waa married to- 
day at the church of St. Raphael, the bride 
being tho Princess Helene of Orleans, second 
daughter of the Countasse de Paris. 

A Idiapatoh from Sydney, N.S.W., says 
that owing to the rejection of the land and 
income tax 'aasessment^bill parliament will 
bo dissolved. 

The judicial committen amend' ent bill, 
enabling oolonlal jadgea to sib on uat com- 
mittee, baa paaaed ita tbix-d reading in the 
Hnuae of Larda. 

A apeoial diapatcfa from Shanghai aaya 
the details received there of the ontragea 
npon Amerioana and other foreigners at 
Chen Tuk showed thit their snflferinga were 
appalling. Tbe viceroy of the province en- 
couraged the Chinese mob to destroy mis- 
sionary And other property, and It is re- 
ported thit tbe Chinese ofEciala attempted 
to behead Biahop Dunard, The French 
minister at Peking haa sent an ultimatum 
to tbe viceroy of Nanking demanding 
prompt redresb of tho wrongs done the 
foreigners, and announcing that in tho 
event of non-eomplianco with the demands 
of France, the commander of the French 
squadron will be empowered to aot at his 
discretion. 

William Crawford Williamson, the natur- 
alist, is dead. Dr. Williamson was born on 
November 24, 1816. In his early years he 
made many valuable investigations of tho 
geology and zoology of tho coast of York- 
shire. Ho was destined for tho medical 
profeaaion. For his writing on fossil botany 
tho Royal Society awarded him their royal 
medal. At tho mooting of tho British aaso- 
oiation at Southport he was elected prosi- 
dont of the geological section. The Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh conferred upon him 
tho degree of LL D. Tha GoHingen Aca- 
demy of Science elected him one of its for- 
eign members. The Royal Society of Swe- 
den elected him to tha pliOB left vacant by 
the death of A S, Gray. 

In tbe Italian doputioa during the de- 
bate on tbe Cavalotti-Crispi question, in- 
volving charges made by Signer Uavalottiof 
a aoandatouc: connection between Premier 
Criapl and tbe Banca Romana, the presl.
